The Reynolds \Virc Co. in Oi.xon 


played an important role in pro- 
ducing the atomic 
bomb, which 


played such <\\\ impeiitant pait m 
shortening the war in the Pacific, 
it was revealed today. At no time 
did the officials of the company or 
the employes know of the role they 
Were playing in creating the bomb, 
so secretive was the operation car- 
ried out. 


The Dixon firm was culled upon 


to produce a very fine mesh woven 
wire made from pure nickel, which 
was manufactured for the "Man- 
hattan Project" as the War depart- 
ment termed its super-secret pro- 
gram from January to June. How- 
ever, the company officials were 
unaware until today 
that 
their 


product was going into the crea- 
tion 
of war's 
most 
destructive 


weapon.

When the Reynolds company be- 


gan turning out a fine mesh screen 
made from pure nickel early this 
year, the officials realized thai the 
work was highly important since 
the project carried the highest pri- 
ority rating for labor and mute- 
rials. 
The finished product was 


sent by the local firm to the \Vier- 
ton Steel Co.. Wierton, W. Va. 
There was no way of knowing 
where it went from thi>re except 
that it was labeled for the "Man- 
hattan Project." With tho blasting 
of the Japanese cities the world 
learned that the "Manhattan Proj- 
ect" meant that the Reynolds Wire 
Co. employes bad had a part in 
producing the atomic bomb.
